If It could bo mado appear that these 
frequent changes wore beneficial; that they 
added anything whatever to the proticiency of 
our schools. long-suHcrlng patrons might be 
Induced to grin and bear the tax; but when 
everybody -with any common sense- (which 
seems exceedingly uncommon) knows better, 
the matter becomes a'grievous Imposition, 
wbloh ought to be Investigated. Have the 
patrons of schools no rights which school 
boards are bound to respect? Have wo no' 
other mission than to be bled by hungry leech- 
es?. II the education of our children Is the 
stake sat for the options of speculators, it Is 
talgh time we know iu .
